A oorreepoodent of a county paper 
given Ihe following reason why the 
constitutional eiueuuineut* to be voted 
oo Tuesday, September 21, should be 
rejected by the voter#. 

It la proposed to amend section 4 of 
Article VI of Ue Constitution by la- 
sorting la lieu of paragraph 10, wbleb 
reads ae follows: '‘The Court of 
Chaaoary shall consist of a Chancellor," 
a new paragraph at follows: 

L The Oourt of Ohaaoery shall ooa- 
elat of a Oh enrol lor and euch n umber of 
Vloe-Ohaaoelloca as shall be provided by 
law, each of whom may eg a rolee tfev 
Juriedtetioo of the oourt; Ue oourt shall 
rules governing the hearing ot 
the praotloe of Ue oourt 
tame la not regulated by 
atatuU. p, . 

Mr. William H Cm bln of Ua 
Oouoty bar eays: "Just how 
obangs will work can sot bo 
foretold. • • * We will, la effect, have 
siven or eight ObaaoeUora last sad of 
one. What special power, If any, Ue 
OtsaoeUur will have that a Vice- 
Chancellor does not possess la not 
el ear. and may, to some extent, depood 
upon eUtutea which may bo passed. 
Probably there will be little difference, 
and, ae Ue Chancery Judges do not alt 
togeUer, but separately, It la dlflleult 
to see bow there la to be any difference.’’ 

How will be oboerved that lo Ue 
proposed amendment* relating to Ue 
Court of Ghaeeery each of Ua Vice- 
Chancellor* may exorcise Ue jurisdic¬ 
tion of the court; and, as Mr. Corbin 
nays, ” We will. In effect, have seven or 
eight Cbanoelloc* Instead of one.” Lot 
ue see how Uls will work lo practio*. 

I wish to secure ao Injunction; I go to

Injunction. My adversary, not In tbe 
least dUcouraged, applies to Cbaocellor 
Bead, who " exercises the jurisdiction 
of tbe eourk ” and being satisfied that 
|| dlllOlVfl 

Ue Grey Injunction. It Is easy-to see 
that we shall bev* our aeveo or eight 
Chaocellore playlod at battledore and 
ebotllecoek arouhd the State wlU 
their orders and nonter-ordera, and 
tbs Court of ChaniSery, consisting of 
seven or eight Chancellors, each exer¬ 
cising the Jurisdiction of Ue oourt, 
will soon lose the reepebt not only of 
the bar, but of tbe people. 

Tbe proposed ameodmefil says that 
tbe Court of Chancery »t>*il' consist of 
tbe Cbaocellor and such VkV Chancel¬ 
lors ae may be authorized by law, yet 
each of tbe Vice-Cbaocetlork may 
exsretea tbe jurisdiction of “ tbe Cburt 
Mr. Corbin says: " Tbe Ch 

judges do not sit together, but ee| 
ly." We shall bave then a Court\of 
Chancery consisting of seven or e! 

Chsn eel lore not sitting together ae 
eourt, but each of them •• flocking by' 
himself” sod “exercising Ue Juris¬ 
diction of the eourt." 

It la extremely doubtful whether, 
under Ue wording of this amendment, 
the Vise-Chancellor* can sit separately 
for Ue bearing of causes, because the 
Oourt of Ohanoery la to oooslet of Ua 
Chancellor and suob Vloe-Cbanoeliore 
an may be auUorlxed fay law. 

How, why should we give up 
Oourt of Chancery ea It now exists? 
The court ooosleu of one Chancellor, 
but he baa six heal slants, whose orders 
aa the orders sod 
of. the Chancellor. They ere 
practically members of the Oourt of 1 
Chancery. Tbe Vloa-Ohaneellors 
respected ae Ohanoery Judges. These 
Is no Jarring *v*»rythin* bea worked 
smoothly Why then, venture upon 
this experiment—this change—of which 
Mr. Cnrblu truly observes, “Just bow 
It will work cannot confidently be 
foretold”? 

I think enough has been said to show ! 
that lbs proposed amendment* reorgan¬ 
ising Ue Oourt of Errors and Appeals 
sod tbs Oourt of Ohanoery should be 
rejected. _ '
